Queen of Hollywood dies 
at 79 after 7-decade career

Elizabeth Taylor, the glamorous queen of 
American movie stardom whose achievements 
as an actress often were overshadowed by her 
rapturous looks and real-life dramas, died 
Wednesday She was 79. 

Taylor died of congestive heart failure at 
Cedars-Sinai Medical Center in L.A., publicist 
Sally Morrison said. She had been hospitalized 
six weeks ago. 

“My mother was an extraordinary woman 
who lived life to the fullest, with great passion, 
humor and love,” her son Michael Wilding said 
in a statement. “We will always be inspired by 
her enduring contribution to our world. Her 
remarkable body of work in film, her ongoing 
success as a businesswoman and her brave and 
relentless advocacy in the fight against HIV/ 
AIDS all make us aU incredibly proud of what 
she accomplished.” 

During a career that spanned seven decades, 
the legendary beauty with lavender eyes won 
two Oscars and made more than 50 films, per- 
forming alongside such fabled leading men as 
Spencer Tracy, Marlon Brando and Richard 
Burton, whom she married twice. She took her 
cues from a Who’s Who of directors. 

Long after she faded from the screen, she 
remained a mesmerizing figure, blessed and 
cursed by the extraordinary celebrity that mold- 
ed her life through its many phases: She was a 
child star who bloomed gracefully into a beau- 
tiful woman; a femme fatale on the screen and 
in life; a canny peddler of high-priced perfume; 
a pioneering activist in the fight against AIDS. 

Some actresses won more awards and criti- 
cal acclaim, but none matched Taylor’s hold 
on the collective imagination. In the public’s 
mind, she was the dark goddess for whom play- 
ing Cleopatra, as she did with such notoriety 
required no great leap from reality 

Her passions were legend. She loved to 
eat, which led to well-publicized battles with 
weight over the years. She loved men, dating 
many of the world’s richest and most famous, 
including Frank Sinatra, Henry Kissinger and 
Malcolm Forbes, and married eight times, in- 
cluding the two visits to the altar with Burton. 

She loved jewels, amassing huge and expen- 
sive baubles the way children collect toys. 

But Taylor attracted misfortune too. Ac- 
cording to one chronicler, she suffered more 


than 70 illnesses, injuries and accidents re- 
quiring hospitalization. By her own count, she 
nearly died four times. 

She often was likened to heroines in Tennes- 
see Williams plays, a characterization Taylor 


did not dispute. 

It meant, she once told the Los Angeles 
Times, “steamy, full of drama. I’m sure they 
didn’t mean it kindly Tennessee’s heroines are 
all fraught. They’re all on the brink of disaster.”

of AIDS 
advocacy

Elizabeth Taylor had many gay 
friends and, as the AIDS epi- 
demic mushroomed, some of 
them were dying. In 1985, she 
became the most prominent 
celebrity to back what was then 
a most unfashionable cause. 
She agreed to chair the first 
major AIDS benefit, a fund- 
raising dinner for the nonprofit 
AIDS Project Los Angeles. 

She began calling her A-list 
friends to solicit their support. 
Some of Hollywood’s biggest 
stars (Sinatra reportedly among 
them) turned her down. Taylor 
redoubled her efforts. 

Thanks to Taylor’s high pro- 
file, the star-studded AIDS 
fundraiser netted $i million 
and attracted 2,500 guests, in- 
cluding former first lady Betty 
Ford. Randy Shilts, who wrote 
the pioneering AIDS chronicle 
‘And the Band Played On,” said 
Taylor had a profound effect. 

“Elizabeth Taylor got AIDS 
on ‘Entertainment Tonight,’ 
and you can’t underestimate the 
value of that kind of exposure,” 
Shilts said. “It made the disease 
something that respectable 
people could talk about.” 

Taylor went on to co-found 
the first national organization 
devoted to backing AIDS re- 
search, the American Founda- 
tion for AIDS Research, or 
AmFAR. In 1991 she formed 
the Elizabeth Taylor AIDS 
Foundation, which directly 
supports AIDS education and 
patient care. 

In 2000, Queen Elizabeth 
made her a Dame Commander 
of the Order of the British Em- 
pire, an honor on the level of 
knighthood.

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Election isn’t over yet 

Can rapper Che ‘Rhymefest’ Smith beat incumbent Wiilie Cochran in 20th Ward?

Only one of the remaining candidates in 
Chicago’s 20th Ward holds down a job as a 
rapper, but both contenders are falling back 
on a hip-hop adage as the contest enters its 
final days: Don’t believe the hype. 

Amid outsize attention for an aldermanic 
race, Aid. Willie Cochran, a former city 
cop, and Grammy winner Che “Rhymef- 
est” Smith continue to tout their agendas 
for puUing the South Side ward out of its 
economic doldrums and solving stubbornly 
high crime rates. Each insists his ideas set 
him apart as both vie for the right to repre- 
sent parts of Englewood, Washington Park, 
Woodlawn and Back of the Yards on the 
City Council. 

^t the candidate who wins April 5 might 
end up thanking the efficiency of his cam- 
paign apparatus rather than the sweep of his 
vision or the compelling nature of his history 
With many Chicagoans thinking the elec-

tion ended last month when Rahm Emanuel 
was elected mayor, it’s been a challenge for 
candidates in this and the 13 other alderman- 
ic runoffs to remind voters it ain’t over yet. 

Talking to campaign volunteers at his 
headquarters on South Cottage Grove 
Avenue on Saturday morning, Cochran re- 
turned to the importance of every vote. 

“Represent us well, represent yourself 
well because when you are out there talk- 


ing, people are saying, ‘This is Alderman 
Cochran,’ ” he said. 

Alongside the traditional Chicago poli- 
ticking, there has been plenty of back- 
ground noise in the contest. 

Smith held a news conference Tuesday 
urging the media to stop focusing on his 
2005 misdemeanor weapons conviction and 
his rap career. He has recorded two albums 
as Rhymefest and collected a 2005 Grammy 
for co-writing Kanye West’s breakout hit 
“Jesus Walks.” 

The candidate called for more attention 
on the lack of jobs and other ills facing the 
hardscrabble ward, all while his Grammy 
Award was displayed on a nearby table. 

Cochran, meanwhile, said Smith’s ce- 
lebrity has allowed the challenger to avoid 
tough questions about his ability to govern. 

“Of course, he’s a great performer on- 
stage, but that doesn’t translate into public 
policy,” he said.

Emanuel stays neutral 

The final weeks of the 20th Ward election so far are playing out without the participation of Mayor-elect Rahm Emanuel. 

Though Emanuel has made endorsements in eight of the 14 runoffs, he has not taken sides in the race between Cochran and Smith. 


MJ making 
comeback— 
to restaurant 
business

AMichael Jordan-branded restaurant is re- 
turning to Chicago after a 12-year absence. 

Michael Jordan’s Steak House will open 
in late summer in the second-floor dining 
room and ground-floor bar area of the In- 
terContinental Chicago on North Michi- 
gan Avenue. 

Chicago-based Strategic Hotels & Re- 
sorts, which owns the hotel, will own the 
restaurant. InterContinental will man- 
age it, while licensing the Michael Jordan 
name from Jump Higher EEC, which is 
based in Chicago and managed by The 
Cornerstone Restaurant Group. 

The steakhouse will replace Zest and 
construction is set to begin by early June, 
said Richard Moreau, an executive vice 
president of Strategic Hotels. 

“Zest is essentially a hotel dining room, 
and it really didn’t provide what that hotel 
needed, which is a very special occasion 
restaurant,” he said. 

This would be the third Michael Jordan’s 
steakhouse. Jump Higher and Cornerstone 
Group own and operate the steakhouse in 
the Mohegan Sun casino in Connecticut. 

And The Glazier Group, which filed 
for bankruptcy in November, manages 
another location in New York City’s 
Grand Central Terminal and several other 
high-end restaurants. 

Cornerstone’s CEO David Zadikoff 
has a long-standing relationship with Jor- 
dan, dating to the original Michael Jor- 
dan’s Restaurant on North LaSalle Street, 
which closed in 1999 amid legal battles in 
which Jordan accused controlling partners 
Gene and Joe Silverberg of, among other 
things, smearing him in the media. 

Zadikoff, a former Hyatt food-and- 
beverage executive, ran Jordan’s in the 
mid-1990s on behalf of Hyatt. 

Jordan won the case in 2000, which 
freed him to launch the steakhouse chain.

After Gilt Groupies changed the 
12 o’clock hour and Chicago-based 
Groupon made vouchers cool, users 
may finally be over it all 

Traffic to flash sales and daily deal 
sites has been dropping during the 
past few months, according to on- 
line traffic monitor comScore. Gilt 
is down 22 percent since the start of 
2011, and Groupon has fallen off 13 
percent during the same time period. 
(Both still are up year over year.) 

Considering the eruption of new 
deal sites, it’s not surprising that 
more shoppers are boycotting rather 
than buying. 

In just the past two years, daily 
deals and flash sale sites have grown 
so huge that they inspired a slew of 
copycats— such as LivingSocial, Buy- 
'VGthMe, Rue La La, ideeli. Beyond 
the Rack, Swirl and HauteLook— and 
second-market sites where consumers 
can unload those impulse purchases. 

Sales at these sites grew 60 per- 
cent in 2009 and 70 percent in 2010, 
according to American Express 
Business Insights, which tracks the 
spending habits of its 90 million 
cardholders. But now consumers 
may have hit their saturation point. 

Leslie Holland, 49, said she oc- 
casionally buys deals from Groupon 
and LivingSocial when they offer dis- 
counts at stores or restaurants near 
her home, but otherwise deletes sale 
notifications from Rue La La, Gilt 
and Swirl among others. 

“I delete at least 100 -150 e-mails 
a day most from sale sites,” she said. 
“Too many sales start at noon and I 
can’t stop in the middle of my day to 
buy things I don’t need.”

Two friends who believe they were beaten 
by plainclothes Chicago police officers last 
year outside a BucktOAvn restaurant offered a 
$10,000 reward 'VCbdnesday for information 
leading to the identity of the attackers. 

The reward offer comes a year after Mat- 
thew Clark and Gregory Malandrucco filed a 
federal lawsuit against the city over the early- 
morning beating outside Arturo’s Tacos at 2001 
N. 'Western Ave. Both said they sustained con- 
cussions and facial injuries in what they called 
an unprovoked attack in February 2010. 

The two don’t know who attacked them but 
beHeve the assailants were plainclothes officers 
in part because several patrol officers who ar- 
rived on the scene didn’t arrest the attackers. 
Attorneys from the law firm of Loevy & Loevy 
who are representing Clark and Malandrucco 
also have sued those patrol officers. 

At least two nearby surveillance cameras 


captured the beating, though the faces of the 
assailants cannot be clearly seen. Clark, a man- 
agement consultant, and Malandrucco, a Uni- 
versity of Chicago lecturer, hope the reward 
money will produce witnesses to the attack 
who might know the assailants’ identities. 

At a news conference at his West Town of- 
fice, Loevy released improved footage of the 
beating that shows the two assailants pummel- 
ing Clark and Malandrucco. 

The case is being reviewed by the Indepen- 
dent PoHce Review Authority. 


Boy, mom injured in West Engiewood fire

LONDON Religion will all but vanish 
eventually from nine Western-style 
democracies, a team of mathematicians 
predict in a new paper based on census 
data stretching back loo years. 

It won’t die out completely but “reli- 
gion will be driven toward extinction” in 
countries including Ireland, Canada, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and the Netherlands, 
they say 

It also will wither away in Austria, the 
Czech Republic, Finland and Switzer- 
land, they anticipate. 

They can’t make a prediction about 
the United States because the US. census 
doesn’t ask about religion, lead author 
Daniel Abrams told CNN. 

But nine other countries provide 


religion? 

enough data for detailed mathematical 
modeling, he said. 

“If you look at the data, ‘unaffiliated’ is 
the fastest-growing group” in those coun- 
tries, he said. 

“We start with two big assumptions 
based on sociology” he explained. 

The first is that it’s more attractive to 
be part of the majority than the minority 
so as religious affiliation declines, it be- 
comes more popular not to be a church- 
goer than to be one, he said. 

The other assumption underlying the 
prediction is that there are social, eco- 
nomic and political advantages to being 
unaffiliated with a religion in the coun- 
tries where it’s in decline— what Abrams 
calls the utility effect.

NCAA TOURNEY EXCITEMENT

With the eyes of a national TV audience watching March 
Madness, the pressure is on for them to deliver. 

They study game film for hours a day They learn the 
tendencies of coaches and players. They practice, prepare 
and practice some more. And finally on game day, they 
suit up, step onto the court ... and look directly into a 
camera, microphone in hand. 

Yes, the NCAA Tournament introduces us to Cinder- 
ellas and underdogs, but also to bombastic commenta- 
tors such as Bill Raftery and Gus Johnson who bring the 
biggest games of the season to life to those watching on 
the edge of their seats at home. 

Some might even go so far as to say the men behind 
the microphones are bigger stars than the players they’re 
covering. The commentators themselves, of course, will 
hear nothing of it. 

“I know we’re a part of it,” said Clark Kellogg, an 
NCAA hoops analyst for CBS. “But I don’t think we’re 
more important than the game. The game is always the 
show to me.” 

Yet, it’s hard to deny the celebrity of the talking heads 
of March Madness. Dick Vitale’s iconic call of Awesome, 
baby!” gets shouted in commercials pimping products 
ranging from frozen pizza to Hooters restaurants. The 
most famous calls of Gus Johnson, who does play-by-play 
for the Big Ten Network during the regular season, rack 
up hundreds of thousands of hits on Y)uTube. 

Johnson appreciates the recognition. 

“It’s wonderful. The fans are very complimentary,” 
Johnson said. “It’s nice when someone thinks you’re OK 
on the job.” 

Fans think Johnson is more than OK. There are web- 
sites dedicated to his calls, Facebook fan pages and his 
name often is one of the top trending topics on Twitter 
when he’s seen nationally 


“I just wanna have fun,” he said. “I want to be 
lOO percent present in every moment of the game. I’m 
a fan and I love the game of basketball. I try tell good 
stories and echo the feelings going on in the gym. It’s al- 
ways an electric atmosphere. ... 

“It’s broadcast journalism, but there’s a certain kind of 
theater about it. Sometimes it means forcing things a bit, 
but if the games aren’t as good, you want to keep your en- 
ergy up and keep people interested in watching.” 

Former Bull Steve Kerr doesn’t subscribe to the John- 
son school of broadcasting, but he’s making a name for 
himself— again. Kerr won five titles combined with the 
Bulls and San Antonio over a long NBA career and ap- 
peared in a Final Four as a member of the Arizona Wild- 
cats, but the former 3-point sharpshooter is now more 
famous for talking about basketball than playing it. 

“It’s funny because I talk to a lot of fans, and a lot 
of young people don’t even know I played,” said 
Kerr, who is a lead color analyst for CBS’ tourna- 
ment coverage this year. “They just know me / 
from broadcasting.” ^ 

Kenny Smith, a former college star and NBA i 
player who is a studio analyst for the tourna- V 
ment, has his own broadcasting idol he enjoys 
hearing: Raftery who is famous for dramatic calls 
such as “Send it in, big fella!” and “The kiss!” 

“Bill Raftery has always been my favorite, I love his 
one-liners, and he’s so colorful and so authentic,” Smith 
said. “I remember back in the day when I was playing for 
the University of North Carolina and we’d be watching 
ACC games.

The one-two punch of TBS talk shows 
“Conan” and “Lopez Tonight” have in four 
months won over a key TV audience: young 
viewers. 

The shows have become the late-night 
choice for viewers with an average age of 
32 — a coveted demographic for most adver- 
tisers. 

It’s not even a close race with the major 
network late-night shows. The average age of 
a Jay Leno or David Letterman viewer is 56. 
Jimmy Kimmel— the youngest of the five ma- 
jor late-night talk show hosts at 43— attracts 
an audience that averages 51 years old. 

What’s making the unusual TBS pairing 
work with young viewers has a lot to do with 
being on cable, where the hosts have found 
fewer restrictions on their comedy Network 
talk shows have to contend with corporate ex- 
ecutives and work under the tight restrictions 
of the Federal Communication Commission. 
Cable programs don’t have those tight rules. 

O’Brien was glad to throw off the network 
constrictions once he moved to cable. 

“I came to this show thinking I just want 


to go for it in every single way creatively, and 
I don’t want to overthink things. If someone 
has an idea and it sounds like ‘Gee, I haven’t 
seen that before,’ we try it,” O’Brien said. 
“What’s nice is we are partnered with people 
who have encouraged that since day one.” 

O’Brien seems to have come through the 
talk show hell that took him from the ecstasy 
of hosting “The Tonight Show” to the anguish 
of being forced out when Jay Leno’s 9 p.m. se- 
ries fell apart. 

O’Brien’s show is the laid-back part of this 
talk tandem. Lopez brings the lunacy Lopez, 
who started his show in November 2009, 
could have been upset by O’Brien’s arrival. 
It bumped his show to ii p.m. But the later 
slot is a better fit for his party feel, and Lopez 
thinks the teaming should have some longev- 
ity 

The change also allowed him to make his 
show even edgier— from jokes to guests. 

“It’s a nice partnership. We are both guys 
who haven’t turned 50 yet ...,” he said. “They 
don’t put on air-conditioning this extravagant 
for a show that’s not going to be around a long 
time.”
